Fred Rdisr Calls Local Option Pretense 
a Snare and a Delusion 


Ii STEO TEMPERANCE WORKER SAYS PROGRESS WOULD STOP 


Lours J udlnw staff correspond* nt of 
the Indianapolis Star, writing from 
Borne, Iud,, says: 
That the local op­ 
tion plank of the Democratic state 


platform is a delusion and a snare, and 
a trap for the unwary, is the substance 
of a c h a r g e made in an interview today 
by Fred Rohrer, who, perhaps, is the 
most prominent and experienced Ger­ 
man temperance worker in Indiana. 


One of the claims of Hie brewers in 
the present cam paign is that the Dem­ 


ocratic state platform, as well as tho 
platform of the Republicans, stands for 
temperance legislation, and that the 


only difference is the unit. 


Mr. Rohrer, who has been fighting 


saloons tor m ore than twenty years, 
and who is familiar with the tricks

proposed by the D emocrats Would turn 
the hands of progress backward for at 


least a decade in Indiana, and would J 
be a great trium ph for tim saloon. 


Would Harm Temperance Cause. 


"I hope,” said Mr. Rohrer. ‘ that no 
temperance m an in Indiana will vote 
for township and w ard local option, as 
proposed by tho D em ocrats and brew ­ 
ers, under the falase notion that in so 
doing he will aid the cause of temper- 
anee. 
As a m a tte r of fact he could 


hardly do the tem perance cause a 


greater injury. 
“The Democratic local option plank 
is a measure purely in the interest of 
the saloons and brew eries,” continued 
Mr. Rohrer. ‘‘and if it is enacted into 
law the tem perance people will be re­ 
quired to fight all over indiana to hold 
the ground they have gained by rem on­ 
strance work.

I have no hesi­ 
tancy in saying that it furnishes an 
easy way of handling tilt1 saloons as 
compared with tow nship and ward lo 
cal option, which will supersede it in 
the event the D em ocrats win the sta te 


election.

“ Another advantage of the present 
system is that it Is inexpensive, while

“I hope,” added Mr. Rohrer. “ that 


the people of indiana will give due 
consideration to the danger of putting 
tile Democratic local option proposi­ 


tion upon the statute hooks.

>ther m a n was ever proposed for th* 
presidency who had he* n so wtdl train 
ed In advance for its duties. 
As a 
m e m b e r of President H a rriso n ’s ad 
ministration in the office of solicitor 
general; 
as a judge of the 
United 
S tates Circut* Court and Court of Ap 
peals; as Governor of the Philippine 
Islands; as envoy to Rome successful­ 
ly negotiating for the church lands in 
those islands; 
as secretary of war; 
as pacificator of Cuba; and as direc­ 
tor of work on the P a n a m a canal he 
has in every situation demonstrated 
his possession of th at ra re st of all 
high qualities among men. and most 
im portant of all high qualities' in it 
p r e s i d e n t - - executive ability in great af 
fairs. 
Do you wonder th a t I can hard 
ly wait for the campaign to open? 
Mr. Taft needs no endorsem ent from 
anyone for me.

Platforms are entire!.v 
in harmony with this democrat!''* idea. 
A platform announces the party's po­ 
sition < n the questions wlii -Ii fire at is- 
sui ; and an official is not at liberty to 
use the authority xestcu in Iii iii to 
urge personal views whi;;h have not 
been submitted to the voters for their 
approval, 
If one is nominated upon a 
platform which is not satisfactory to 
him. he must, if candid, either decline 
the nomination, or, in accepting it. pro­ 
pose an amended platform in lieu of 
the one adopted by the convention. 
No 
such ffituation. however, confronts your 
candidate. I’1 !> the plat form upon which 
I 
was nominated not only contains 
nothing from which I dissent, but it 
specifically outlines all the remedial 
legislation which we can hope to se­ 
cure during the rn \ t four years. 


Republican Challenge Accepted. 
The distinguished statesm an w ho re­ 
ceived the Republican nomination for 
president 
said, 
in 
his 
notification 
speech: “The strength of the Republican 
cause in the campaign at hand is tie* 
fact th a t we represent the policies «■ ;- 
sentiai to the reform of known abuses. 
to the continuance of liberty and true 
prosperity, and th a t we are determined, 
as on:- platform unequivocally declares, 
to maintain them an d c a r r y them on." 
In tho name of the Democratic party, 
I accept the challenge, and charge th at 
the Republican party is responsible for 
ail the a buses which now* exist iii the 
federal government* and th a t it is im ­ 
potent to accomplish the reforms which 
are imperatively needed. 
Further,

the Republican platform unequivocally 
declares for the reforms that are nec­ 
essary; on the contrary.

“The attacks by these great corpora­ 
tions on the administration's actions 
have been given a wide circulation 
throughout the country, in the new s­ 
papers and otherwise, by those writers 
and .speakers who, consciously or un­ 
consciously, act as the representatives 
of predatory wealth -of the wealth ac­ 
cumulated on a giant scale by all forms 
of iniquity, ranging from the oppres- 
w age earners to unfair and un­ 
wholesome methods of crushing out 
competition, 
and 
to 
defrauding 
the 
public by stock-jobbing and the manip­ 
ulation of securities. 
Certain wealthy 
men of this stamp, 
whose conduct 
should he abhorrent to every man of 
ordinarily decent conscience, and who 
commit t lie hideous wrong o f teaching 
our young men that phenomenal busi­ 
ness success must ordinarily be based 
on dishonesty, have, during the last 
few months, made it apparent that 
they have banded together to work for 
a 
re-action. 
Their 
endeavor 
is 
to 
overthrow and discredit all who hon­ 
estly adm inister the law, to prevent 
any additional legislation which would 
check and restrain them, an d to secure, 
if possible, a freedom from all re­ 
straint which will permit 
every un­ 


s c r u p u l o u s wTong-doer to d o w h a t he 
wishes 
unchecked, 
provided 
he 
has 
enough money.”—W h a t an arra ign m e nt 
of the predatory interests!

This am endm ent w as not only j 
defeated by the senate, but it w as over­

TOWN PARKS. 


How They Should Be Laid Out to Be 


A ttractive. 


All too many of our smaller towns 
posses-4 what they are pleased to call 
“ the square." 
They 
have acquired, 
either by purchase or gift, a city block 
of land for park purposes. 
Some time 
in the past, in a time of gross igno­ 
rance, a so called pavilion was built in 
the center, a fence built, posts or turn­ 
stiles placed on the center of each side 
and at each corner. 
Diagonal paths of 
gravel run across the plat, a few feeble 
eucalyptuses grow along the border, 
and we have “ the city park.” 
It seems 
never to have occurred to any one that 
such a plan properly lack of plan, just 
a “ happened so"- is the poorest, most 
conventu»ml, most inartistic and least 
economical 
of 
any 
disposition 
that 
could be made of the land, says the Los 
Angeles Times. 
The fault of the whole matter lies 
with those who thought to make a park 
in a few days or a week. 
The trustees 
spend all the funds at their disposal at 
a single spurt to turn out what they 


believe is a finished product fresh from 
the bandbox, and. as a rule, nothing: 
further is done for several years. 
E v ­ 
ery park worthy of notice has gone 
through a period of development and 
upon a sensible, well outlined plan. 
If 
a pavilion is present it does not oc­ 
cupy the center as though it were a l­ 
ways to be the chief attraction, but is 
at one side, sheltered by trees and ren­ 
dered as unobtrusive as possible. Natu­ 
ral grades and vegetation should be 
preserved so far as practicable, the 
latter in all cases if of good size. Path ­ 
w ays should be nearly direct, yet have 
slight natural curves set off by shrub- 
ber.v. 
Seats should 1 *• provided, not 
In a pavilion, but under shade trees. 
The “ square” should not be consider­ 
ed as a cross tow n cut off, but as a 
place for recreation and rest. 
Do not 
have the effect one of conventionality, 
smacking of the market place and the 
public drinking fount, but have a quiet, 
restful w ildw ood so far as is possible, 
w ith town life all about. 
If you have 
money to spend for flowers, don’t use 
it to put iu a giant and costly bed of 
plants to spell “ Podunk,” but hav^ 


them naturally disposed where they 
may be admired by all and not sub­ 
jects for wonder and amazement. More­ 
over, If the traveler is in any doubt as 
to where lit* is doubtless lie would ask 
if interested. 
Certainly the average 
town square will in nowise prove at­ 
tractive. 


TOWN PUBLICITY BUREAU. 


Persistent Bugling Calls Attention to

The town publicity bureau Is a de­ 
velopment of recent years.

One of these 
is Atlantic City, X. J. 
Secretary G. S. 
Lenhart of the Atlantic City publicity 
bureau has issued his second annual 
report 
It contains facts and figures 
which prove conclusively that it pays 
to push a town. 
During 1907 more than 12,000 per­ 
sons called at the bureau headquarters 


to get information. 
Liglity-live state 
and national conventions were held In 
Atlantic City through the efforts of the 
publicity bureau. 
More than thirty 
other public events were pulled »ff by 
the bureau’s co-operation, each attract­ 
ing thousands of people to the town. 
Atlantic C ity of course is a seashore 
resort and consequently possesses op­ 
portunities for publicity bureau boom­ 
ing which the average town lacks, but 
almost any wide awake town may at­ 
tract attention to itself and incidental­ 
ly help itself to the good things of this 
world by blowing its own bugle sys­ 
tematically and persistently. 
It is al­ 
ways wise b> employ the right kind of 
bugler, one who knows his business.
